OPEN SESSION 
1. Chairman's Remarks 
Mr. Duff spoke of the splendid record of Father Frank O'Brien, S.J. - who was present as 
a guest of the Board - in supporting the athletic activities of Concordia University. Mr. 
Duff then presented to Father O'Brien a plaque in recognition of his faithful support. 


Father O'Brien, in accepting the plaque, thanked the Chairman and the Board for their 
appreciation of his sporting efforts. 


2: Minutes of the Previous Meeting (March 9, 1978) 
On a motion duly made and seconded, the minutes of the previous meeting were accepted. 
3: Committee Reports 


i) Nominating Committee 
The Chairman spoke of the recent meetings of the Nominating Committee which 


was making progress. The Committee would have a report for the May meeting of 
the Board. 


ll) Development Fund Committee 


Mr. Duff said that the organizational meetings were achieving excellent results. A 
serious approach was being made to the University community itself. 


Reports of the Vice-Rectors 


Professor Martin reported that an issue of three million dollars of 10% Concordia Bonds, 
maturing May 15, 1988, was about to be put on the market by the Government. 


Professor Martin was granted permission by the Board to sign a short-term lease on a 
garage near the down-town Campus which -Was to be used for a project by the Faculty 
of Engineering. 


Correspondence 


The Secretary read out a note from the daughter and son of the late Dr. Irving R. Tait 
thanking the Board for its letter of sympathy on the death of their father. 


New Business

Student Services Budget and Fee 


The Rector referred to the documents on this matter which had been distributed to 
Governors and spoke to the balanced budget put forward from the Concordia 
Council on Student Life. He commented on the three motions put forward by 
members of the CCSL as amendments to the Council's motion to adopt the 
proposed 1978/79 budget sent to it by Vice-Rector Graham. These amendments 
were before the Governors and Dr. O'Brien undertook to initiate action on all of 
them after close and serious study of their implications. 


Professor Martin then proposed the following motion which was seconded by 
Father Graham: 


"THAT the student service fee for 1978/79 be set at 15.57 percent of tuition fees. 
This fee will be effective as of May 1, 1978. 


This fee is to be implemented on a per-credit basis as follows: 


(a) For Undergraduate, Qualifying year, and Independent students (including 
those in credit courses offered through Continuing Education) 


For a 6 credit course $14.00 
For a 3 credit course 7.00 
For an Engineering course 7.00 


For any other course 2.35 per credit

(b) For Graduate and Graduate Independent students 
For all credits 1.55 per credit" 


The discussion which followed centered principally on the matter of whether or 
not to charge summer students the Student Service Fee. Both Professor Martin 
and Father Graham agreed to look into this matter and others raised by the Board 
and report back to the Board. 


It was, however, concluded that the logic of the CCSL's recommendation required 
implementation of the new fee structure for the summer term. 


Finally, the motion was put to the vote and carried. 


Concordia Library System: Senate Resolution of March 31, 1978 


The Senate resolution on this matter had been sent to Governors and was 
considered by the Board. On a motion duly made and seconded, the Senate 
resolution was referred to the Finance Committee for study. 


A copy of the resolution will be inserted into the Minute Book. 


Signing Authority: Ministry of Communications 


The following resolution on this matter was moved, seconded and carried:

Alumni Associations 


Mr. Pike thought that the Alumni Associations should be making a greater effort 
to be helpful to the furthering of the University's goals. He reckoned that there 
were now something like 25,000 graduates and this represented a great potential 
source of assistance to the University. The Chairman thought that the merger of 
the two Alumni Associations was a sound aim, adding that some progress towards 
this goal was being made. The Rector believed that the Alumni Associations could 
help with fund-raising and that graduates could well become actively supportive 
of the University. Dr. McEvenue said that Alumni might help with finding jobs 
for new graduates.
